The Board of Supervisors of this 
county have adopted two sets of plans 
for the big Fifth street bridge across 
the Santa Ana. One Bet is for a bridge 
of the “girder type,” 
furnished 
by 
May bury A Panier. 
The other .set 
provides for sn "arch bridge,” fur­ 
nished by the Young Construction Co., 
of Los Angeles. Bids have been called 
for on both of these types of bridge, 
and evidently the Idea of the super­ 
visors Is to accept the lowest 
and 
best, bld. 
Of course the big question involved 
la—which type of bridge Is the better? 
The "girder” bridge 
requires 
more 
piers tbsn the "arch” bridge, and con­ 
sequently there would not be aa free 
b passage for water and floating de- 
ins under such a - bridge as 
there 
would be under a bridge of the "arch” 
type, with fewer piers. 


On this point Ventura county 
Is 
having some experience lit 
the 
In­ 
vestigation and 
controversial stage. 
This is from the Ventura Free Press: 
"All Bridges Ars Rejected for Ventura 


River Bridge 
"The Board of Supervisors today re­ 
jected all bids for the construction of 
the bridge across the Ventura river, 
there having been no bids made on 
any but concrete girder bridge with 
sixty-foot spans. 
Specifications were 
ordered prepared, with new plans, for 
a concrete arch bridge to be designed 
to be built for under $60,000. 
"These plans are to be prepared by 
Deputy County Surveyor Petit, and 
will be. ready for presentation to the 
Board by the first of June. 
At the 
same time, plans and specifications 
for a steel girder bridge will be pre­ 
pared and submitted, and both kinds 
of structures Brill be considered and 
bids asked for to build both. This is 
designed to make sure that the Board 
will have before it plans and bids for 
a bridge so that one kind or the other 
can be built to open the Rincon Road 


this year. 
"The concrete girder bridge, bids 
for which were rejected today, only 
provides for sixty foot spans between 
the piers, and on the showing made 
City Surveyor Waud made the objec- ] 
tion that there was 
not 
sufficient 
clearance to make the bridge safe to 
carry the water of tho river in flood 
time. On the invitation of the Super­ 
visors, City Engineer Waud, City At­ 
torney Orr, and the members of the 
Board of City Trustees were present 
at the meeting of the Board of Super­ 
visors to see whether some 
agree­ 
ment could not be reached between 
the city and county 
officials 
that 
would be mutually satisfactory, and 
at the same time provide for the con­ 
struction of the bridge this year. 
"Mr. Orr stated the objection of the 
city authorities to the bridge 
with 
sixty-foot 
waterways 
between 
thej 
piers, and after it had been ascer- j 
tained that there was no 
way 
to 
amend the specifications after 
the 
bids had been opened, bids for that 
structure were rejected. 
The super­ 
visors and the town authorities then 
got together for a consultation and it 
was agreed that either a concrete arch 
bridge with 120 and 130 foot spans, or 
a steel girder bridge would be satis­ 
factory all around. 
“This 
agreement 
being 
reached, 
Deputy Surveyor Petit was Instructed 
to go ahead and prepare the plans, 
with the help of the 
Los 
Angeles 
bridge engineer. Mr. Thomas, for the 
concrete arch bridge. This is a very 
beautiful structure and will make a 
most creditable bit. of work from the 
Supervisors and be a landmark on 
the Camino Real between Los An­ 
geles and San Francisco. 
While, if 
after all it shall he found that the 
concrete bridge cannot be built for 
the money available, the Board will 
have the alternative of the steel bridge 
remaining to them.”
